Not everyone has lost confidence in 
American you th, althou gh this fact is often 
lost in the scramble of attention paid to 
ju venile delinqu ents. A Shenandoah, Pa., 
bank not only has confidence in the you th 
of its commu nity, bu t is also willing to risk, 
hard cash on them. 
The Miners National Bank has estab­ 
lished a loan fu nd from which high school 
stu dents can borrow money for bicycles or 
similar items they may requ ire. It is being 
administered by you ng people. 
Stu dents from the ninth to twelfth grades 
who wish to borrow money su bmit an appli­ 
cation to a seven-member board of high 
school stu dents. The application mu st be 
signed by one or both parents bu t the sig­ 
natu re is not a gu arantee of the loan which 
mu st be repaid in weekly installments of 
$1.25. Service charges range from 50 cents 
for loans u p to $10, to $1.50 for a $50 loan 
which is the maximu m. 
As an expression of confidence in you ng 
people and as a way of teaching responsi­ 
bility this is a fine plan. You thfu l borrow­ 
ers will learn some of the mechanics of 
finance and, more important, those who 
earn their bikes will learn the relation of 
labor to money.

‘‘These Da ys’ 
By GEORGE SOKOLSKY 
NATHAN HALE 
On Ju ne 6, the 200th anniversary of Nathan 
Hale s birth will be celebrated in Coventry, Con­ 
necticu t. Nathan Hale stu died at Yale, joined the 
Revolu tionary Army, was stationed in New York 
as a captain. The Revolu tionary Headqu arters 
were on Harlem Heights. The city of New York, 
which was in those days downtown, was held by 
the British who were welcomed by the many 
Tories who preferred prosperity to freedom. 
Nathan Hale volu ntarily u ndertook to walk 
throu gh the enemy lines and to report to George 
Washington on conditions within the city and the 
general attitu de of the people. He dressed as a 
Du tch schoolmaster, and with su ccess he man­ 
aged to get the desired information. Somehow he 
made his way to Long Island and was on his way 
back to Harlem Heights, when he was cau ght, 
convicted of espionage and hanged. 
His last words on the gallows were: “I regret 
that I have bu t one life to lose for my cou ntry/’ 
Nathan Hale was a volu ntary spy and in­ 
formant. He is remembered in American history 
only for that and for his immortal last line. No 
other event in his short life—he only lived 21 
years—is noteworthy of historical memory. Had 
King George HI won the Revolu tionary War, 
many great figu res in ou r history, who staked 
their lives, their property and their sacred honor, 
in the cau se of the Re\rfolu tion, wou ld have been 
hanged. Among them wou ld u ndou btedly have 
been George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, John 
Hancock of the enormou s signatu re, and su ch 
firebrands as Samu el Adams, James Otis and 
Patrick Henry. 
• 
Bu t the Revolu tionists won the war and 
Nathan Hale went down in history as a patriot 
who spied for a good cau se and proposed to in­ 
form on those who were enjoying the hospitality 
which the rich New York Tories were showing 
the British. 
Nathan Hale’s memorable last words u sed to 
be tau ght to children in ou r pu blic schools so 
that they too wou ld be impressed by the ideal of 
patriotism. In these days of greater wisdom, 
patriotism is eschewed as excessive nationalism 
and ou r children grow u p withou t even knowing 
the name of Nathan Hale. 
They also do not know abou t General Bene­ 
dict Arnold, the close friend of George Washing­ 
ton, who became a traitor. 
So, there is the contrast, Nathan Hale, the 
heroic 
informant, and Benedict 
Arnold, 
the 
traitor. In these days of excitement over spies 
and informants, it is interesting to recognize that 
informants existed at the very beginning of ou r 
nation. There was no FBI bu t there were infor­ 
mants. And u ndou btedly among them mu st have 
been the womenfolk of the “Liberty Boys,” that 
volu ntary organization, mostly of the newer im­ 
migrants, inclu ding many from Ireland. These 
women worked in the very homes where the 
Tories w-ere entertaining the British and su rely 
they remembered mu ch that they heard and got 
word to George Washington and his staff. 
How does one get information withou t infor­ 
mants? Perhaps the cu rrent body of informants 
will band themselves into a society called “The 
Sons of Nathan Hale,” who wou ld then be their 
patron saint and give an historic halo to their 
activities. A few names of informants have be­ 
come well-known, su ch as Lou is Bu denz, Eliza­ 
beth Bentley, Benjamin Gitlow, Herbert Phil brick, 
etc., etc. And there has, of cou rse, been Harvey 
Matu sow, who wou ld by now have been expelled 
from su ch a society as u nworthy. 
Bu t always there will be spies and informants 
and wherever there are statu es or other memories 
of Nathan Hale, at Coventry, at Yale, or in New 
York, there mu st be a reminder that the vocation 
of spying and informing is a risky one which may 
lead to death or the contempt of other men. The 
compensation is a self-satisfying emotion that 
one has done something for his cou ntry that 
others wou ld not do. The you ng man or woman 
who infiltrates the Cbmmu nist Party for the FBI, 
and there are many of them even today, is taking 
all the risks that Nathan Hale took* and while 
death may not come on the gallows, it may come, 
as it did to Carlo Tresca, from a bu llet on a city 
street. Bu t it is worth it if the cou ntry needs that 
kind of anonymou s work. 
And as long as Americans are to be fou nd who 
will risk greatly for their cou ntry, we shall be a 
strong nation.

SYMPTOMS OF CANCER OF LUNG 
I have pointed ou t frequ ently, the most dis­ 
cou raging part abou t cancer is that by the time 
actu al symptoms are apparent, it is often too late 
to do anything abou t it. Du ring the “silent” per­ 
iod between the formation of the first abnormal 
cell and the occu rrence of the first open sign, 
mu ch damage often is done by extension of the 
cancer to nearby stru ctu res or to remote organs. 
So iar as cancer of the lu ng is concerned, sooner 
or later, changes occu r in the lu ng or chest which 
are capable of showing on X-ray films. This wou ld 
certainly indicate that we shou ld make greater 
u se of rou tine X-ray examinations in all persons 
45 to 65 years of age. 
The symptoms which do arise and persist art, 
in order of frequ ency: 
1. Cou gh and spu tu m which occu r in abou t 70 
per cent of all cases. The cou gh is often dry at 
first and occu rs in spasms. Later it produ ces pro­ 
fu se spu tu m. 
2. Pain is experienced by most patients at 
some time in the cou rse of the disease. It is u s­ 
u ally steady and boring and may interfere with 
sleep at night. 
3. Shortness of breath occu rs in slightly less 
than half of all cases. 
4 . Wheezing often accompanies shortness of 
breath and whenever wheezing or shortness of 
breath develops for the first time after the age 
of 45 and persist, cancer shou ld be su spected. 
5. Loss of appetite occu rs fairly consistently 
at any time du ring the cou rse of the disease. 
* 
6. Loss of strength and weight may occu r bu t 
often is late in appearing. 
7. Fever may be present at any time, early or 
late, continu ou sly or occasionally. 
8 . Hemoptysis (spitting of blood) occu rs fre­ 
qu ently. 
9 Pressu re symptoms may develop, su ch as 
* w ^ o f the veins of the chest, neck or face. 
I. Difficu lty in swallowing, hoarseness or loss 
of voice may develop. 
II. Anemia (thin blood) and general ill health 
and u ndernou rishment are u su ally late complica­ 
tions. 
As I have written above, it is often too late 
to help the su fferer with cancer by the time these 
symptoms actu ally appear. What we mu st keep 
in mind is that most cases of lu ng cancer occu r 
in persons over 45 and X-ray examination offers 
the best means of detecting lu ng cancer in its 
early stages.

Faced now with the problems 
of a rapidly expanding indu stry, 
decisions which CAB mu st make 
in the near fu tu re will deter­ 
mine who gets a share of this 
big bu siness. 
Traffic figu res on the first 
three months of 1955 indicate a 
13 per cent increase in passen- 
ger-miles flown over the same 
period last year. April and May 
cou ld be even better. 
This increase shows a 13 per 
cent rise for the 13 U. S. domes­ 
tic tru nk lines. 
The rise for the 14 local feed­ 
er lines and the three helicopter 
services in New York, Chicago 
and Los Angeles is 18 per cent. 
For the 14 international and 
11 territorial rou tes the rise 
averages 10 per cent. 
FROM THE MONEY ANGLE 
the receipts are u p 22 per cent 
for the tru nk lines, 33 per cent 
for the local feeder lines and 19 
per cent on international rou tes. | 
The 
nine 
nonmail 
carriers, 
certified by CAB for freight and 
charter operations, do not share 
in this boom bu siness. 
Cargo 
carriers have been losing money 
on schedu led operations.

Wo rk o f Refug ees 
9 Ra dio in Euro pe Helping 
to Sprea d Unrest in So v iet Unio n

Bonn, Ju ne 2—Not very far 
away from here—at Mu nich— 
there’s work in operation of 
profou nd importance to the free 
world. It’s called Radio Libera­ 
tion. Unlike the Voice of Amer­ 
ica or Radio Free Eu rope, both 
of which also perform a valu able 
service in the cold war, this en­ 
terprise is carried on by refu gees 
who talk directly to the people 
in their homeland. 
The best testimony to the ef­ 
fectiveness of Radio Liberation 
is the intensive efforts of the 
Soviet regime to jam the trans­ 
mitters and prevent people be­ 
hind the Iron Cu rtain from lis­ 
tening 
to 
these 
broadcasts, 
which are delivered in seventeen 
langu ages for the nationalities 
inside the Soviet Union. 
Now 
broadcasts have ju st been begu n 
to the Soviet people in the Far 
East. 
With the exception of a few 
American advisers and technical 
assistants, the program staff is 
made u p entirely of former citi­ 
zens of the Soviet Union. 
Sev­ 
eral are onetime listeners who 
have fled from the Commu nist 
dictatorship. Unlike those broad­ 
casting on other projects which 
are recognized as “foreign,” the 
speakers on Radio Liberation 
u se su ch terms as “we Ru ssians” 
or “we Ukrainians.” and, when 
they criticize the Soviet system, 
they do it as members of the 
family and as fellow citizens— 
not as ou tsiders. 
Robert F. Kelley, who was for 
many years in charge of the 
Ru ssian desk in the Department 
of State, is depu ty to the presi­ 
dent of the American Commit­ 
tee for Liberation from Bolshe­ 
vism and heads u p the work in 
Mu nich. He described the activi­ 
ties of his grou p to this corre­ 
spondent as follows: 
“The 
over-all 
objective 
of 
Radio Liberation’s broadcasts is 
to deepen and widen the gu lf 
between 
the 
peoples 
of 
the 
Soviet Union and their Com­ 
mu nist ru lers. With this end in 
view, the broadcasts seek to in­ 
crease the stress and strain and 
the tensions which exist in the 
Soviet Union and to sow the 
seeds of disaffection where it 
does not now exist. 
“Consequ ently, Radio Libera­ 
tion seeks to encou rage in the 
Soviet Union the spirit of re­ 
sistance to oppression, to for­ 
tify anti-Commu nist sentiments, 
to bring home to the peoples of 
the Soviet Union that they have 
friends in the free world and 
to develop among them a sym­ 
pathetic attitu de towards West­ 
ern democracies. An effort is 
made to redu ce to a minimu m 
the collaboration of the peoples 
of the Soviet* Union with their 
Commu nist government and to 


develop an attitu de of non-co- 
operation and su ch passive re­ 
sistance as will not entail pu n­ 
ishment of the participants. 
‘The activities of the Ameri­ 
can Committee for Liberation 
from Bolshevism are based on 
the concept that the peoples of 
the Soviet Union are ou r poten­ 
tial allies in 
the world-wide 
stru ggle 
against 
commu nism. 
There is no qu estion bu t that 
disaffection exists on a wide 
scale in the Soviet Union in 
varying degrees, ranging from 
incipient dissatisfaction with ex­ 
isting conditions and dou bts as 
to the realization of Commu nist 
ideals, lack of sympathy with 
present problems of the Kremlin 
and so on, to complete disillu ­ 
sionment and fierce hatred of 
the Commu nist regime. 
“It is in the interest of the 
free world to integrate the op­ 
position of the peoples of the 
Soviet Union to the Commu nist 
ru lers, however passive and in­ 
effective su ch opposition may be 
at present, into the stru ggle of 
the Western democracies against 
the Kremlin.” 
This work is carried on with 
considerable difficu lty and with 
some danger. The Soviets have 
been trying to intimidate and 
terrorize the broadcasters, and 
du ring the past year Commu nist 
agents have been especially ac­ 
tive in trying to u ndermine the 
operation. 
Six months ago one 
or the most capable leaders of 
Radio Liberation was mu rdered 
and another member met a mys­ 
teriou s death which has never 
been satisfactorily explained. 
Efforts likewise may be ex­ 
pected from inside Germany to 
try to sabotage the project. Al­ 
ready Commu nist sympathizers 
have raised the point that su ch 
broadcasts shou ld not be per­ 
mitted by foreign committees 
bu t the government au thorities 
have 
refu sed to listen to su ch 
objections. Meanwhile, the steady 
stream of refu gees from behind 
the Iron Cu rtain continu es and 
they all say that the Radio Lib­ 
eration broadcasts are giving 
hope 
to 
many 
persons, 
who 
spread their ideas by word of 
mou th. There is no way of esti­ 
mating what may some day 
grow from little seeds dropped 
here and there inside the satel­ 
lite cou ntries as well as in the 
Soviet Union. 
Radio Liberation is su pported 
not by any government bu t by 
the people in variou s cou ntries. 
The American committee is com­ 
posed of Howland H. Sargeant, 
formerly assistant Secretary of 
State of Pu blic Affairs, and a 
board of prominent Americans, 
with headqu arters at 6 E. 45th 
street. New York, where com­ 
prehensive records of the work 
being done are maintained.

Many American parents are 
still 
hau nted 
by dou bt over 
whether to let their children be 
inocu lated in the 19 55 national 
anti-polio campaign. 
In London, more than 150 
years ago, parents were asking 
themselves the same qu estion: 
“Is this vaccine really safe for 
my child?” 
THE VACCINE had been de­ 
veloped by Dr. Edward Jenner 
to rid the world of what is per­ 
haps the deadliest infectiou s dis­ 
ease ever to afflict mankind— 
smallpox. 
Althou gh separated by a cen­ 
tu ry and a half, there is a dis­ 
tinct historical parallel between 
the introdu ction of the polio and 
the smallpox vaccines. 
Both stirred pu blic dou bt and 
medical controversy. Bu t where­ 
as the nation’s health agencies 
today have moved swiftly to es­ 
tablish new tests to assu re the 
saftey of the polio vaccine, Dr. 
Jenner’s smallpox vaccine had to 
fight against ignorant fears (and 
even 
religiou s 
preju dice) 
for 
many years, before winning com­ 
plete acceptance. It still has its 
diehard foes. 
THERE ARE SOME interest­ 
ing parallels between Dr. Jonas 
P. Salk, discoveher of the polio 
vaccine, and his great prede­ 
cessor, Dr. Jenner. 
Both were dedicated scien­ 
tists who liked to follow their 
own ideas. 
Dr. Salk fou nd the answer to 
polio in infected monkeys. Jen­ 
ner fou nd the answer to small­ 
pox in a mild relative of the dis­ 
ease in cows. 
Dr. Salk felt so certain of 
his polio vaccine he inocu lated 
his own children with it. 
The 
second person Dr. Jenner inocu ­ 
lated with his smallpoz vaccine 
was his only son. 
(Dr. Jenner 
had had the disease in you th, 
and therefore cou ld not test it 
on himself). 
DR. SALK has shown no in­ 
terest 
in 
profiting 
personally 
from his vaccine. 
Neither did 
Dr. Jenner, who at one time was 
inocu lating 30 0 people a day at 
his own expense. 
Years later, 
however, he did receive two su b­ 
stantial government grants. 
The menace of polio is minor 
compared to the ravages of 
smallpox, which du ring the 18 th 
centu ry exterminated sixty mil­ 
lion people in Eu rope alone, 
taking two million lives in Ru s­ 
sia in a single year. 
It was still a scou rge more 
dreaded than w ar when Dr. Jen­ 
ner began investigating an old 
cou ntry saying, “those who get 
cowpox never get smallpox.” 
His own boyhood su ffering had 
left him with a life’s dream; to 
find a way to wipe ou t the dis­ 
ease, which sometimes had a 


death rate as high as 35 per 
cent, often left the faces of 
su rvivors (inclu ding the face of 
George 
Washington) 
deeply 
pock-marked. 
IN 1 796, some 16 years after 
he had made his first private 
test, Dr. Jenner pu blicly demon­ 
strated 
his 
vaccine. 
It 
was 
greeted with hope and fear, an­ 
ger and vitu peration. 
A leading su rgeon denou nced 
it. Some pu lpiteers thu ndered 
it was against the will of heav­ 
en to cu re God-imposed small­ 
pox by an inocu lation of man- 
made cowpox. One minister’s 
verdict: “The most degrading 
relapse of civilization that ever 
disgraced the civilized world.’* 
It was whispered abou t that 
one boy after being vaccinated 
took to bellowing like a bu ll 
and a girl grew hair all over 
her body and mooed like a cow. 
Nevertheless, despite all the 
ou tcry, a year later 70 leading 
London medical men signed a 
statement of confidence in the 
new vaccine. 
ITS PUBLIC ADOPTION was 
fu rther delayed by an u nfortu ­ 
nate incident. A fellow named 
George Pearson, who reported­ 
ly never had seen a real case 
of cowpox, began lectu ring on 
the 
su bject 
and 
distribu ting 
free vaccine viru s, which proved 
to be infected. In 18 03 Jenner, 
after 
establishing that Pear­ 
son’s viru s was contaminated, 
began his own inocu lation pro­ 
gram u nder the au spices of the 
Royal Jennerian Society. 
Pu blic 
confidence 
was 
re­ 
stored. In 18 months 12,000 Lon­ 
don residents were vaccinated, 
and the annu al smallpox death 
rate dropped from 2,018 to 622. 
Thomas Jefferson was one of 
the first prominent Americans 
to have his family vaccinated. 
“Is this vaccine really safe for 
my child?” 
THE 
JENNER 
VACCINE 
techniqu e was improved by su b­ 
sequ ent investigation. 
Bu t even 
now, 
throu gh 
some biological 
freak, a real case of smallpox 
(althou gh u su ally mild) will oc­ 
casionally crop u p following vac­ 
cination. Even a pinprick some­ 
times leads to death. 
Bu t U. S. au thorities once 
vaccinated 3,515,000 residents of 
the Philippine Islands withou t a 
fatality. 
Where vaccination is 
compu lsory, smallpox is almost 
non-existent. 
Wherever 
vacci­ 
nation isn’t enforced, the nu m­ 
ber of cases of smallpox rises 
and it becomes a menace again. 
If the Salk vaccine now fol­ 
lows the same steady cu rve of 
mass performance achieved by 
the Jenner vaccine, a qu icker 
pu blic acceptance and modern 
medical resou rces shou ld make 
it possible within a generation or 
less to list polio and smallpox 
where they both belong—among 
the diseases of the past. 
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TEEN-AGE LOAN FUND 
Not everyone has lost confidence in 
American youth, although this fact is often 
lost in the scramble of attention paid to 
juvenile delinquents. A Shenandoah, Pa., 
bank not only has confidence in the youth 
of its community, but is also willing to risk 
hard cash on them. 
The Miners National Bank has estab­ 
lished a loan fund from which high schoo 
students can borrow money for bicycles or 
similar items they may require. It is being 
administered by young people. 
Students from the ninth to twelfth grades 
who wish to borrow money submit an appli 
cation to a seven-member board of high 
school students. The application must be 
signed by one or both parents but the sig­ 
nature is not a guarantee of the loan which 
must be repaid in weekly installments of 
$1.25. Service charges range from 50 cents 
for loans up to $10, to $1.50 for a $50 loan 
which is the maximum. 
As an expression of confidence in young 
people and as a way of teaching responsi­ 
bility this is a fine plan. Youthful borrow­ 
ers will learn some of the mechanics of 
finance and, more important, those who 
earn their bikes will learn the relation of 
labor to money. 


MUTUAL ACHIEVEMENT 
The graduate walks forth to receive his 
diploma or his degree. 
For him it is a day of achievement and 
satisfaction. But it is not his day alone nor 
is the achivement solely his. 
His parents played a part through the 
years, feeding and clothing him, encourag­ 
ing and often insisting that he study when 
it would have been easy to let him go off 
to seek a job or waste his time in idle pleas­ 
ure.

‘These D ays’

N A T H A N HALE 
On June 6, the 200th anniversary of Nathan 
lale’s birth will be celebrated in Coventry. Con­ 
necticut. Nathan Hale studied at Yale, joined the 
devolutionary Army. was stationed in New York 
as a captain. The Revolutionary Headquarters 
were on Harlem Heights. The city of New York, 
which was in those days downtown, was held by 
the British who were welcomed by the many 
Tories who preferred prosperity to freedom. 
Nathan Hale voluntarily undertook to walk 
through the enemy lines and to report to George 
Washington on conditions within the city and the 
general attitude of the people. He dressed as a 
Dutch schoolmaster, and with success ho man­ 
aged to get the desired information. Somehow he 
made his way to Long Island and was on his way 
back to Harlem Heights, when he was caught, 
convicted of espionage and hanged. 
His last words on the gallows were; "I regret 
that I have but one life to lose for my country." 
Nathan Hale was a voluntary spy and, in­ 
formant. He is remembered in American history 
only for that and for his immortal last line. No 
other event in his short life—he only lived 21 
years—is noteworthy of historical memory. Had 
King George III won the Revolutionary War, 
many great figures in our histop'. who staked 
their lives, their property and their sacred honor, 
in the cause of the Resolution, would have been 
hanged. Among them would undoubtedly have 
been George Washington, Thomas Jefferson. Jonn 
Hancock of the enormous signature, and such 
firebrands as Samuel Adams, James Otis and 
Patrick Henry. 
• 
But 
the Revolutionists won 
the war and 
Nathan Hale went down in history as a patriot 
who spied for a good cause and proposed to in­ 
form on those who were enjoying the hospitality 
which the rich New York Tories were showing 
the British. 
Nathan Hale's memorable last words used to 
be taught to children in our public schools so 
that they too would be impressed by the ideal of 
patriotism. In these days of greater wisdom, 
patriotism is eschewed as excessive nationalism 
and our children grow up without even knowing 
the name of Nathan Hale. 
They also do not know about General Bene­ 
dict Arnold, the close friend of George W ashing­ 
ton, who became a traitor. 
So, there is the contrast, Nathan Hale, the 
heroic 
informant, 
and 
Benedict 
Arnold, 
the 
traitor. In these days of excitem ent over spies 
and informants, it is interesting to recognize that I 
informants existed at the very beginning of our 
nation. There was no FBI but there were infor­ 
mants. And undoubtedly among them must ha vt 
been the womenfolk of the "Liberty Boys," that 
voluntary organization, m ostly of the newer im­ 
migrants. including many from Ireland. These 
women worked in 
the very homes where the 
Tories were entertaining the British and surely 
they remembered much that they heard and got 
word to George Washington and his staff. 
How does one get information without infor­ 
mants? Perhaps the current body of informants 
will band themselves into a society called "The 
Sons of Nathan Hale," who would then be their 
patron saint and give an historic halo to their 
activities. A few names of informants have be­ 
come well-known, such as Louis Budenz. Eliza­ 
beth Bentley, Benjamin Gitlow, Herbert Philbrick, 
etc., etc. And there has, of course, been Harvey 
Matusow, who would by now' have been expelled 
from such a society as unworthy. 
But alw’avs there will be spies and informants 
and wherever there are statues or other memories 
of Nathan Hale, at Coventry, at Yale, or in New 
York, there must be a reminder that the vocation 
of spying and informing is a risky one which may 
lead to death or the contempt of other men. The 
compensation is a self-satisfying emotion that 
one has done something for his country that 
others would not do The young man or woman 
who infiltrates the Communist Party for the FBI 
and there are many of them even today, is taking 
all the risks that Nathan Hale took and while 
death may not come on the gallows, it may come, 
as it did to Carlo Tresca, from a bullet on a city 
street But It is worth it if the country* needs that 
kind of anonymous work.

SYM PTOM S OF CANC ER O F LUNG 
I have pointed out frequently, the most dis­ 
couraging part about cancer is that by the time 
actual symptoms are apparent, it is often too late 
to do anything about it. During the "silent" per­ 
iod between the formation of the first abnormal 
cell and the occurrence of the first open sign, 
much damage often is done by extension of the 
cancer to nearby structures or to remote organs. 
No lar as cancer of the lung is concerned, sooner 
or later, changes occur in the lung or chest which 
are capable of show ing on X-ray films. This would 
certainly indicate that we should make greater 
use of routine X-ray examinations in all persons 
45 to 65 years of age. 
The symptoms which do arise and persist air 
in order of frequency: 
1. Cough and sputum which occur in about 70 
per cent of all cases. The cough is often dry at 
first and occurs in spasms. Later it produces pro­ 
fuse sputum.

2. Pain is experienced by most patients at 
some time in the course of the disease. It is us­ 
ually steady and boring and may interfere w'ith 
sleep at night.

of breath occurs in slightly less 
than half of all cases. 
4. Wheezing often accompanies shortness of 
breath and whenever wheezing or shortness of 
breath develops for the first time after the age

6. Loss of strength and wreight may occur but 
often is late in appearing.

The best testimony to the ef­ 
fectiveness of Radio Liberation 
is the intensive efforts of the 
Soviet regime to jam the trans­ 
mitters and prevent people be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain from lis­ 
tening 
to 
these 
broadcasts, 
which are delivered in seventeen 
languages for the nationalities 
inside the Soviet Union. 
Now 
broadcasts have just been begun 
to the Soviet people in the Far 
East. 
With the exception of a few 
American advisers and technical 
assistants, the program staff is 
made up entirely of former citi­ 
zens of the Soviet Union. 
Sev­ 
eral are onetime listeners who 
have fled from the Communist 
dictatorship. Unlike those broad­ 
casting on other projects which 
are recognized as "foreign." the 
speakers 
on 
Radio 
Liberation 
use such terms as "we Russians" 
or "we Ukrainians.” and, when 
they criticize the Soviet system, 
they do it as members of the 
family and as fellow citizens— 
not as outsiders. 
Robert F. Kelley, who was for 
many years in charge of the 
Russian desk in the Department 
of State, is deputy to the presi­ 
dent of the American Commit­ 
tee for Liberation from Bolshe­ 
vism and heads up the work in 
Munich. He described the activi­ 
ties of his group to this corre­ 
spondent as follows:

Radio Liberation’s broadcasts is 
to deepen and widen the gulf

"Consequently, Radio Libera­ 
tion seeks to encourage in the 
Soviet Union the spirit of re­ 
sistance to oppression, to for­ 
tify anti-Communist sentim ents, 
to bring home to the peoples of 
the Soviet Union that they have 
friends in the free world and 
to develop among them a sym ­ 
pathetic attitude towards W’est- 
em democracies. An effort is 
made to reduce to a minimum 
the collaboration of the peoples 
of the Soviet* Union with their 
Communist government and to 


develop ar attitude of non-co- 
operation and such passive re­ 
sistance as will not entail pun­ 
ishment of the participants. 
’T he activities of the Ameri­ 
can Committee for

There is no question but that 
disaffection

incipient dissatisfaction with ex­ 
isting conditions and doubts as 
to the realization of Communist 
ideals, lack of sympathy with 
present problems of the Kremlin 
and so on, to complete disillu­ 
sionment and fierce hatred of 
the Communist regime. 
"It is in the interest of the 
free world to integrate the op­ 
position of the peoples of the 
Soviet Union to the Communist 
rulers, however passive and in­ 
effective such opposition may be 
at present, into the struggle of 
the W estern democracies against 
the Kremlin." 
This work is carried on with 
considerable difficulty and with 
some danger. 
The Soviets have 
been trying to intimidate and 
terrorize the broadcasters, and 
during the past year Communist 
agents have been especially ac­ 
tive in trying to undermine the 
operation. 
Six months ago one 
of the most capable leaders of 
Radio Liberation was murdered 
and another member met a m ys­ 
terious death which has never 
been satisfactorily explained. 
Efforts likewise may be ex­ 
pected from inside Germany to 
try to sabotage the project. Al­ 
ready Communist sympathizers 
have raised the point that such 
broadcasts should not be per­ 
m itted 
by 
foreign 
com m ittees 
but the government authorities 
have 
refused to listen to such 
objections. Meanwhile, the steady 
stream of refugees from behind 
the Iron Curtain continues and 
they all say that the Radio Lib­ 
eration 
broadcasts

Think It Through 


By EDW ARD F. HUTTON 
How good is the Post Office, run by the Federal Government, 
compared with another business in the communications field, 
run by private enterprise? 
Here are some little known tacts. In the past 126 years, the 
Post Office has operated at a loss in all but 8 years. 
The Bell Telephone System has a billion 
dollars more operating income than the Post 
Office. It has doubled its telephones since 1940 
and is reducing many of its rates. The Post 
Office" increases its rates, and decreases its 
service. 
The Post Office pays no taxes, Federal. 
State or local, although it has the benefit of 
fire and police protection, streets and sewers, 
free of cost. 
In 1951. the Bell System earned $435.- 
000.000 after paying $629,529,000 in taxes. 
The Post Office, paying no taxes, ran in the 
red by $551,044,000. 
Moreover, the Post Office pays neither interest nor depre­ 
ciation on its buildings and equipment. That is paid out of taxes, 
which you and I cough up. 
The Post Office is a monopoly. It is a legal offense to com­ 
pete with it on first-class mail. Yet it runs at a loss. 
When the political doctors operate, neighbor, they may not 
do the patient much good, but he sure gets a stiff bill.

IT IS BECOMING evident, it 
seems to me, that the co-called 
“free world” has no intention of 
knuckling down. True, for a 
tim e — after the b ig war and up 
to the Korean crisis—red domi­ 
nation spread in ever-widening 
circles. However, it is apparent, 
it seems to me, that the spread 
of 
red 
domination 
has 
b een 
checked, if not b rought to 
a 
halt. 
In conseq uence, do we not 
have to consider (b eing contrary 
minded) what the next step is 
likely to b e following a checking 
movement? 
That is to say , is the world 
again confronted with the Lenin 
policy of “pulling b ack and con­ 
solidating the gains,” or ha ' the 
Lenin thesis b een proven false? 
I think the general opinion is 
that we are simply in another 
hiatus—merely in a period of 
tricky maneuvering and sly de­ 
ceit from which the Russians ex­ 
pect to move on another step 
toward splitting the “free” na­ 
tions and gaining further ground. 
But, as mentioned ab ove, sup­ 
pose that the Russians see the 
hand writing on the wall and 
now realize they ’re licked and 
cannot 
possib ly dominate the 
world. W hat then? 
Wishful - thinking 
is 
loaded 
with risks, of course. 
One can 
get carried away b y false opti­ 
mism very easily . 
In order to avoid this, it seems

LET US BEAR in mind that 
the forthcoming meetings with 
top Soviet leaders are the up­ 
permost considerations in W ash­ 
ington minds today . 
They rule 
all thinking.

the outcomes of these meetings 
will affect top decisions in poli­ 
tics, in economics, and in ad­ 
ministration strategy and plan­ 
ning. 
Take an example of what 
we may b e up against. Suppose 
Russia proposes (and means it) 
to withdraw from Eastern Ger­ 
many if we will withdraw from 
W estern Germany ? Suppose fur­

even unification of Germany ? 
World opinion would welcome

At the 
same time, there may b e moves 
in the F ar East, whereb y Russia

upon trade with the Red nations 
as a dire necessity , if she is to 
survive economically .) 
You can readily see from all 
I the possib ilities in view' that 
| there 
may 
indeed

“pregnant prob ab ilities” ahead 
which will change opinions radi- 
; cally . 
Accordingly , we 
contrarians 
have to b e ready for them. We \ 
have to consider the seemingly i 
impossib le conseq uences of a re- i 
laxation in the cold war. Such 
an eventuality could reverse nu­ 
merous considerations 
in 
the 
economic field. If such relaxa­ 
tion were to eventuate, and the 
movement 
towrard 
world dis­ 
arm am ent 
accelerates, 
y ou 
would assuredly witness great 
shifts in economic trends. We’ll 
consider this further as develop­ 
ments occur.

In the small ex clu siv e world of the folk mu sic record, the name 
“E lektra” is pretty important. Lov ers of all kinds of folk and ethnic 
mu sic—from y e olde English ballads to y e wilde Haitian v oodoo 
chants—look to Elektra records to feed their sou ls. 
And it’s all becau se of a bedspring in a military school. 


J a r Holzman is one-half of Elektra. The other half, Leonard 
Ripley , is off in Europe, as usual, where he scouts out new talent 
with old songs. Holzman and Elektra make their U.S. headquarters 
in a store on Greenwich Village’s famed Bleecker street in New 
York. But y oung J ar Holzman, once upon a reveille, went to mili­ 
tary school. 
“I was alway s interested in radio and radio equ ipment,” Jac say s. 
“We weren’t allowed a radio in military school. So I bu ilt my own, 
u sing the bedspring for an antenna. That got me started bu ilding 
my own equ ipment. When I went to college, my room was fu ll of 
electric equ ipment, bu t no books. 
“In my ju nior y ear I tau ght the senior cou rse in electronics. Then 
I qu it college.” 
He quit to go into the record business. First he worked in a 
record store, then, on the side, began doing his own recording. 
“ The first thing was an album called “ New Songs,” he say s. “ We 
sold 20 copies. Still have 400 or so around. Want one?” 
From this sensational beginning, Holzman became interested 
in old instru ments. Things like lu tes, harpsichords. That led to the 
gu itar and that led to folk mu sic. 
By now, he has some 26 albu ms of folk mu sic ou t. They inclu de 
some by folk mu sic names — like Susan Reed and J osh White. 
Others are by u nknowns, people Holzman and/or Ripley discov er in 
u nlikely places like lu ncheonettes. Jac sat down at a lu nch cou nter 
one day , started talking to the man nex t to him and walked ou t 
with a new’ folk singer.

Looking back in the Kingston 
Freeman and Jou rnal of Tu esday , 
May 18, 19 09 , I ran across the 
the following: 
“Contractors on 
street pav ing are preserv ing the 
old trees u ptown. 
For the first 
time in the history of Kingston 
street making, an effort is being 
made to sav e the old trees which 
grace the city streets. 
Instead 
of following the u su al cu stom of 
cu tting 
down 
any 
tree 
that 
v eers ou t of the regu lar line, the 
contractors, 
who 
are 
making 
the Main street improv ement, 
hav e decided to sav e the big tree 
that stands on Main street near 
the corner of Fair street, direct­ 
ly in front of the Sharp monu ­ 
ment, in the First Du tch Chu rch­ 
y ard.” 
‘T he tree is older than any 
person now liv ing in Kingston,” 
the item read in 19 09 , “and when 
it finally becomes necessary to 
remov e 
it, 
if 
the 
rings 
are 
cou nted 
it 
will 
probably 
be 
fou nd to hav 4 witnessed the re­ 
bu ilding of Kingston from the 
ashes to w’hich the British sol­ 
diers redu ced the then Village 
of Kingston in the early y ears of 
Rev olu tionary W ar.” 
The item 
fu rther ex plains, “Its roots ex ­ 
tend in ev ery direction and hav e 
gradu ally forced the gu tter ou t 
of alignment, and if the u su al 
cou rse 
had been 
followed, 
it 
wou ld hav e been chopped down 
as soon as the contractors began 
relay ing cu rbs and gu tters, pre­ 
paratory to the pav ing of Main 
street. 
Instead, the roots are 
being 
chopped 
away 
in 
su ch 
manner that the gu tter can be 
carried arou nd it and the tree 
will be sav ed as an ornament to 
the city . 
It is not believ ed that 
the qu antity of root cu tting will 


kill the tree, whose roots ex ­ 
tend far down into the soil. Be­ 
sides affording shade and add­ 
ing to the attractiv eness of the 
two streets, the tree is u sed as 
a su pport for telephone wires 
and the feed wire of the Colonial 
trolley road ru ns throu gh its 
branches. • Many of the limbs 
hav e been killed by lightning 
bu t the old tree still possesses 
v igorou s life and with proper 
care shou ld last another gener­ 
ation.” As I take it, they meant 
the tremendou s tree that fell 
down only this spring*so it did 
last nearly a half a centu ry . 
The item fu rther goes on to 
say : 
“Kingston’s 
trees, 
which 
form one of the greatest attrac­ 
tions to strangers, are being cu t 
down rapidly and few' trees are 
being set ou t to take their places, 
or the place of trees which are

is done, 
Kingston within a few y ears, 
will be a ¿hadeless city .”

All the abov e cou ld resu lt in a 
continu ed mov ement of families 
and indu stries ou t of the large 
cities into the smaller commu ni­ 
ties.

Many y ou ng people will prefer 
to liv e in one of these smaller 
commu nities, both from a safety 
standpoint and also to profit by 
their growth. 
Decentralization of indu stries 
is also u nder way . Few manu fac­ 
tu ring plants in the big cities 
are enlarging within those cities: 
they are bu ilding su pplemental 
plants in smaller places. This 
factor of decentralization will 
greatly benefit small commu ni 


I ties. The big cities- are getting 
more v u lnerable to w ar dangers, 
labor trou bles, and high costs. 
Corporations 
are 
finding 
it 
easier to raise money for capital 
ex penditu res in the small cities, 
rather than the large cities. In 
the end, bankers and inv estors 
determine locations. 
I FORECAST that the prices- 
of the stocks of companies with 
all their assets in big, v u lner­ 
able cities may decline; while 
these with their assets in small, 
safe cities may not. My belief 
is that downtown real estate 
v alu es in some of the large cities 
may be at their peak, bu t that 
in the smaller cities su ch real 
estate is still a pu rchase. In ad­ 
dition to the factors abov e, let 
me remind readers of the cu rse 
of the au tomobile and the down­ 
town parking problem in large 
cities. Good roads, howev er, are 
helping the small cities, which 
shou ld profit by President Eisen- 
hower’s proposal for ex pending 
i $101 billion for good roads. 
Workers in the smaller cities

I thou ght to the u ltim ate con­ 
su mer. Owing to the lower cost 
of liv ing in the smaller cities, 
there are fewer labor trou bles 
where management is reason­ 
able.
